A fortune-teller encounters something truly unoredictable: 
San Francisco bu FEAUCLACY. BYALBERTSAMAHA 


ho is Mary Amil? To 
Marsha Garland, for- 
mer executive director 
of the North Beach 
Chamber of Com- 
merce, she is a veteran fortune teller who 
has operated her Columbus Avenue busi- 
ness since the 1980s. To Aaron Peskin, for- 
mer supervisor for that neighborhood, she 
is acommunity staple, a city resident for 45 
years whose husband, Robert, heads the 
San Francisco Romani Association. 

The San Francisco Police Department 
did not dispute those assessments in 2003, 
when it studied her application for a for- 
tune-telling permit, took her fingerprints, 
ran a criminal background check, then 
granted her the license. 

But, a decade later, Mary Amil’s identity 
became a point of contention, the central 
issue facing the San Francisco Board of Ap- 
peals during a February hearing. She had 
applied for a new fortune-telling license in 
2010 to replace an expired one. The SFPD 
denied her. Because it said that it could not 
confirm her identity. And so began another 
round in the age-old bout between com- 
mon sense and bureaucratic rigidity. 

San Francisco first began regulating 
fortune-telling in 2003 — the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office had pushed 
for legislation to help prevent 
fraud. Peskin, whose North Beach 
district housed a good chunk of the 
city’s fortune tellers, wrote the bill, 
working with Robert Amil to 
craft policy that would satisfy 
the Romani community, for 
whom fortune-telling is part of 
the culture. The final product 
was a permitting process that 
allowed the police depart- 
ment to investigate appli- 
cants and track down any 
fraudsters in the industry. 

So Mary — along with 
many other fortune tellers 
— got her permit and con- 
tinued practicing 
her profession. 
And everybody 
moved on. 

After five years, her 
permit expired. If she 
had simply renewed 
it before the expira- 
tion date, there 
would have been no 
problem. But she 
missed the deadline, 
meaning she had to 
re-apply for anew 
permit. This 
proved complicated. 


The SFPD would not accept her applica- 
tion because her DMV-issued ID card had 
also expired. And she was unable to renew 
that because of a 2005 federal law that now 
required her to present a birth certificate. 
But Amil did not have a birth certificate. 
Mary, like many Romani, was likely born at 
home. (She suspects in New York City.) 
Her mother, an Italian immigrant, lived 
somewhat off the grid (not unlike her 
Gypsy ancestors). The result was a lack of 
documentation. “This is an extremely com- 
mon situation for Romani Americans,” says 
Ian Hancock, a professor of Linguistics at 
the University of Texas-Austin and author 
of We Are the Romani People. 

The SFPD argued that it was simply fol- 
lowing the letter of the law. At the Board of 
Appeals hearing in February, Capt. Mark 
Osuna, who is also an attorney, asserted 
that the department couldn’t approve an 
application for someone unable to acquire 
a valid, unexpired government-issued ID. 

“Tf she can’t get that, how 
can the police department feel 
comfortable issuing her a per- 

mit or conducting an 

























investigation?” he said during the proceed- 
ings. “We believe that a proper investiga- 
tion starts with knowing who a person is.” 

The police, of course, knew her well 
enough in 2003 to issue the permit in the 
first place. “If her fingerprints from 2010 
line up to the fingerprints from 2003, 
wouldn’t it be safe to assume it’s the same 
human?” asked Chris Hwang, the board 
president. 

“No, it would not be,” Osuna replied, 
explaining that the fingerprint process 
wouldn’t confirm her identity if she had 
given a fake name from the start, in 2003. 
“Just because the appellant was able to get 
an ID under a looser standard, less rigor- 
ous, doesn’t mean the police department 
should accept that now,” he reiterated. 

The department, however, was not just 
sticking to the letter of the law, it was cre- 
ating its own definition of what counts as a 
“sovernment-issued” ID. 

A week before the hearing, 
Amil got a medical marijuana 
card, issued by the State 
Department of Health 
Services and the San 
Francisco County 

Department of 

Public Health. 

But the SFPD 

didn’t accept that 
either because, as 
Osuna explained to the 
Board, “the standards 
are really loose.” 
In the end, the 
Board of Appeals 
overturned the 
denial. The for- 
tune-teller per- 
mit policy does 
not require unex- 
pired identifica- 
tion, Hwang 
concluded, And 
even if it did, she 
added, the medical 
marijuana card 
should have been 
sufficient ID 
anyway. 
To Amil’s 
lawyer, Barry 
Fisher, her plight 
was as philosophical 
as it was legal. 

“This was really 
quite existential, a 

Sartre-type inquiry,” 
he says. “The card

Death by Triathlon 


The statistics of 
endurance sports. 


n the morning of the Escape 

from Alcatraz triathlon, Ross Eh- 

linger was a husband, father, and 
athlete. By the end of the day he was a 
Statistic. 

Ehlinger, a 46-year-old Austin, Texas, 
attorney, was pulled from the bay’s frigid 
water shortly after leaping in for the 1.5- 
mile swim; he died shortly thereafter of an 
apparent heart attack. 

USA Triathlon, the national governing 
body for the sport, subsequently pub- 
lished a write-up of the event, listing the 
top American finishers. It did not, how- 
ever, deign to mention the man who did 
not finish the race. 

The governing body, however, has me- 
ticulously analyzed the death toll of its 
grueling sport: A 2012 paper it produced 
is straightforwardly titled “USA Triathlon 
Fatality Incidents Study.” 

Sadly, Ehlinger is far from the only per- 
son to die during a USA Triathlon-sanc- 
tioned event. Per the study, 45 fatalities 
occurred at triathlons between 2003 and 
2011 (43 were athletes dying during or just 
after a race; the others were a fan who 
was hit by a bicycle and a swimmer who 
died during a training clinic). 

Of those 43 fatalities, 38 died non- 
traumatically; 35 were men; and 30 died 
during the swimming portion of the event. 
The largest plurality of this unfortunate list 
were athletes aged 40 to 49. Ehlinger’s 
death corresponds in every category. 

Forty-three dead athletes sounds like a 
lot — because it is. USA Triathlon’s study 
notes, however, that participation in the 
sport has exploded of late. In 2006, 
276,458 participants ran, swam, and biked 
in sanctioned triathlons. By 2011, that 
number had doubled to 537,317. More rac- 
ers doesn’t necessarily translate into more 
deaths; three participants died in 06, and 
three died in 2010 — despite the latter 
year featuring nearly a quarter of a million 
more athletes. (On the other hand, in 2011, 
12 athletes died.) 

Between 2006 and 2011, one of every 
76,000 triathletes died. Whether that’s a 
lot depends on how you look at things. 
The USA Triathlon study cites a 2010 tally 
of London Marathon deaths claiming one 
fatality for every 67,414 runners. It quotes 
a similar study of the Twin Cities and Ma- 
rine Corps marathons pegging the fatality 
rate at 1-in-75,000. 

Venturing outside the world of 
athletics, the ever-reliable — and morbid 
— National Safety Council estimates your 
odds of death following “contact with 
hornets, wasps, and bees” at 1-in-79,842 
— a likelihood only slightly lower than a 
triathlon fatality. JOE ESKENAZI

t’s awarm day in Austin and people are 

wearing T-shirts. Some, like Drew Se- 

christ, CEO and founder of San Fran- 

cisco-based Koozoo, wear brightly 

colored tees sporting the logo of their 
own company. This sort of plumage is stan- 
dard to South by Southwest’s Interactive 
conference — one part tribal colors, one 
part business-class mating call. Since the 
names of so many tech start-ups are often 
absurd to the point of meaninglessness, the 
shirt is an invitation to approach and ask, 
“Just what are you, exactly?” 

It’s Sechrist’s first time at the interactive 
portion of South by Southwest. It’s the day 
before the conference begins. A good show- 
ing here and it could be avery fruitful year. 

Koozoo’s de facto HQ for the day sits on 
the corner of Sixth and Trinity streets. The 
Old School Bar & Grill’s open air upstairs 
patio, right at the center of the conference’s 
complex drinking/eating/networking 
routes, is the perfect spot to showcase Koo- 
zoo’s ability. Ever wanted to see how long 
the line was at Tartine before heading over? 
That’s what Koozoo can do. The crowd- 
sourced video app gives users portals into 
other parts of town where fellow Koozoo- 
ers broadcast their location feeds. Many 
have antiquated smart phones in their sock 
drawers or desks. Koozoo wants to put 
those to use for broadcasting. Populist 
CCTV, Big Brother used for brunch, it’s a 
platform for networking everyone’s pocket 
tech into thousands of windows onto any 
point in the city. Sechrist and his crew are 
hoping Koozoo will catch fire as South by 
Southwest Interactive rolls on. This confer- 
ence, this crowd, is the perfect test.

SXSWi (shorthand for the Interactive 
portion of the conference) isn’t just about 
passing tech fads. At its core, it’s about 
pushing toward innovation that changes 
the way we live, communicate, fight 
revolutions, explore. As crazy as it once 
was to put aman on the moon, Elon Musk, 
founder of Tesla and SpaceX, wants to go 
to Mars. SpaceX is working to develop the 
first ever reusable rocket. He’s one of the 
conference’s keynote speakers. It’s where 
the paradox is made clear: Keeping up with 
technology is nearly impossible, but the 
results are often things society can’t live 
without. 

Originally Interactive was the nerdy kid 
sister of the Music conference. Changing 
crowd sizes over the years attest to the 
cultural changes: The reason Interactive 
has outgrown its musical counterpart is 
because tech dominates the social sphere. 
Tethered to email and social networks 
with our head in the cloud. SXSW was 
once about finding the next Radiohead. 
Now it’s about finding something as 
powerful. Like a certain S.F.-based micro- 
blogging utility. 

Twitter launched in July 2006, but it 
was a cool eight months until the 
communications giant would be wakened. 
Twitter co-founder Evan Williams targeted 
South by Southwest in 2007 to try to make a 
splash. The thousands of Twitter early- 
adopters who were going to be attending 
the Interactive portion of the conference 
would prove to be the company’s tipping 
point. During the event, Twitter usage went 
from 20,000 tweets per day to 60,000. 

When the dust settled, Twitter won the 
hearts and minds of tech geeks, and SxSWi

catapulted its first company to 
megastardom. Since that success story and 
a similar one in 2009 with Foursquare — 
SXSWi has taken the reins from Music. 

Since Twitter, SXSWi has become a des- 
tination spot to launch services, schmooze, 
and find investors. It’s the premiere place 
for tech start-ups to gain prominence. It’s 
the digital showcase promised land. The 
hustle is on. And, naturally, every year 
there’s a pilgrimage of Bay Area start-ups, 
disproportionately represented at SxSW 
parties and panels alike. (Not for nothing 
that airlines dub the Bay-Area-to-Austin 
flight the “Nerd Bird.”) 

The chance meetings that happen in the 
convention halls or at the company-spon- 
sored parties can lead to business. It’s hard 
not to network in every sense of the word. 
All are wearing badges with their names 
and pictures in plain sight. First time start- 
ups chat with established companies. Angel 
investors hold panels to talk process. Bil- 
lion-dollar entities are prowling for the 
right idea behind those T-shirts. Everybody 
shares space and ideas and business cards. 

The river of free alcohol probably 
doesn’t hurt. 


s Sechrist sinks into his chair on 
A the rooftop patio he is flanked by 

Edward Sullivan, Koozoo’s head of 
marketing. The pair is giddy. “We’re truly 
excited and honored and, frankly, a little 
pleasantly surprised,” Sechrist says. The 
surprise is in part that Koozoo is the only 
Bay Area-based company to be named a 
finalist at SXSW Accelerator in the social 
technologies category — an accomplish- 
ment they take great pride in. 


SXSW Accelerator is the beauty pageant 
of tech: Panels of judges survey companies 
in six different disciplines — it’s like a sneak 
preview of the industry’s future. More than 
500 companies entered. 

It’s not just the thought leaders of the 
tech industry that Koozoo hopes to make an 
impression on in the coming days. It also 
hopes to make use of the massive crowds 
descending into Austin. Koozoo went live a 
week ago and if the bugs cooperate there 
can be a potential crowd-sourced video- 
streaming explosion. 

What it all comes down to, though, is a 
two-minute elevator pitch to the Accelera- 
tor judging panel: industry experts, venture 
capitalists, Angel investors, heads of other 
tech companies. Oh, and a live audience. 
There are 48 finalists in SXSW Accelerator, 
now in its fifth year, separated into six dif- 
ferent technological fields: news, social, 
mobile, innovative web, entertainment/ 
gaming, and health. It’s 120 seconds with- 
out a net and with everything on the line. At 
the end of the first day the 48 are trimmed 
to 18. Those lucky enough to advance are 
rewarded with a five-minute pitch the fol- 
lowing day and the pageant rolls on. Of the 
48, 12 are from the Bay Area. 

Competition is fierce. Ben Horowitz, 
founding partner of the Silicon Valley in- 
vestment firm Andreessen Horowitz, has 
invested in the likes of Twitter, Foursquare, 
Skype, and Airbnb. At the Digital-Life-De- 
sign Conference in Munich in late January, 
Horowitz broke down how his firm chooses 
its investments. In a year, Andreessen 
Horowitz looks at 2,400 qualified, screened 
investment opportunities. When it’s all said 
and done, Andreessen Horowitz will invest 
in about one percent of these — a whopping 
24 companies. Getting that seed money for 
start-ups can further concepts, drive 
dreams and ultimately, keep the concept 
afloat. Those two minutes on stage at Accel- 
erator get pretty weighty. 

When asked how long Sechrist and Sulli- 
van have been crafting some of Koozoo’s 
most important minutes as a company, the 
CEO is quick to offer a joke. “We’re not go- 
ing to be partying much,” Sechrist says. The 
past month has been prep work for them. 
“We’re going to be practicing this presenta- 
tion for the next couple of days.” Taking 
time off for the company party on Saturday, 
of course. 

Before embarking on the start-up game, 
Sechrist was a vice president for 10 years at 
Salesforce.com, whose use of cloud com- 
puting disrupted an industry. But now, 
many businesses couldn’t survive without 
it. Sechrist thinks Koozoo could be just as 
disruptive. “It’s fair to say we have a really 
big idea,” he says. “[Koozoo] make it possi- 
ble for all of us to see what’s going on in our 
neighborhoods, across the cities or across 
the planet in a way mankind has never ex- 
perienced before.” 

The team of eight at Koozoo has the di- 
versity of backgrounds not uncommon in 
the mercenary world of tech. Ian Thomson, 
head of business development, is >> 0/0 
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a veteran of two wars and a former lead as- 
sociate at Booz Allen Hamilton. Oggy 
Shami, chief technology officer, started his 
career doing low-level telecom engineering. 
The varying backgrounds are all guided by 
the shared vision. “What we’re doing is in- 
teresting and controversial, frankly, [by] 
opening these windows into new worlds 
and different places,” Shami says. 

Koozoo is doing something right. It has 
already raised a little over $2.5 million in 
funding, anchored by NEA, a big time VC, 
and Tugboat Ventures, a boutique invest- 
ment firm which only takes on a few proj- 
ects a year. The execs are humbled their 
company is a finalist at SXSW Accelerator, 
but they aren’t looking to finish second. To 
jump-start the company’s presence at the 
conference, they’re deploying street teams 
— friends in Koozoo gear running around 
the city, setting up tripods and cameras, 
live-feeding the conference to itself. 


Center on Interactive’s first day. People 

are heading in every direction. The regis- 
tration line is long but moves swiftly. It be- 
comes quickly apparent that electric outlets 
and tables are the most valuable real estate. 
Those not fighting for table-space sit Indian 
style on the floor. Littered around them are 
laptops, tablets, charging phones, messen- 
ger bags, empty water bottles, food wrap- 
pers, conference schedules, and anything 
else needed to keep the crowd satiated and 
plugged in. 

At 11 a.m. the beverage selection begins 
to vary. Coffees are slowly replaced by 
Shiner Bocks and Jack-and-Cokes. People 
hug in passing, the common greeting being 
an assurance of mutual following on Twit- 
ter. Impromptu meetings happen over a 
grilled cheese sandwich. Everybody who 
should be here is. Even with the number of 
festival volunteers the conference has on 
hand, it still looks short-staffed. Whispers 
between Interactive veterans note just how 
much bigger it is this year. 

“T can’t even find a place to plug in, 
man,” says one. 

It’s the first day of the conference and 
the programming is light, considering. The 
line for Bre Pettis’ opening remarks in

Exhibit Hall 5 is long, and tweets with the 
hashtag “#3dprinting” begin to pop up. 

Groggy and in a hoodie, Anthemos Geor- 
giades, CEO of Zumper, saunters down 
Congress Avenue as the day’s drizzle begins 
to dissipate. He’s tired. His flight out of SFO 
was delayed two hours. He managed to 
sneak in a bit of shut-eye, but not enough. A 
not-atypical start to someone’s first time at 
Interactive. “Just checked into my AirBnb,” 
he says. “It was super sketch.” In a charm- 
ing apartment right next to the freeway 
with a matching “sketchy” diner, Georgia- 
des and three other principals in his com- 
pany will be sharing the one-bedroom place 
throughout the conference. They booked 
six months in advance. 

He puts a bit of cream in his coffee in an 
effort to gather himself. His hair is un- 
combed and if it wasn’t for this interview he 
would no doubt be lying down somewhere. 
When asked how much work he’s put into 
his SXSW Accelerator pitch the past few 
weeks he grins, saying, “The honest answer, 
nothing so far.” It’s not that he’s negligent. 
There just aren’t enough hours in the day. 

Just this past September his company 
launched on the TechCrunch Disrupt S.F. 
stage and a few weeks later revealed it hada 
million-dollar seed round from venture cap- 
ital heavyweights like Andreessen Horow- 
itz, Greylock, Kleiner Perkins, and others. 

As far as innovation responding to a 
need, Zumper’s goal will resonate with a 
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Anthemos Georgiades, CEO of Zumper, 
which will attempt to corral real-time

San Francisco audience. Zumper’s mission 
is to create a more efficient and transparent 
apartment rental market. Georgiades is 
building from the ground up. He’s getting 
out there and cultivating the relationships 
with property owners, real estate brokers,

the user is looking at is up-to-the-second at 
all times. Goodbye crappy, text heavy, inac- 
curate listings. Where Padmapper suc- 
ceeded was laying out rentals on a map. The 
problem: It scraped all its listings from 
Craigslist. Zumper has the map element, but 
all the listings are ones it has secured. So if 
an apartment is listed on the Zumper map, 
it’s an actual rentable apartment. Not some- 
thing that’s been gone for a week. 

For the British expat and former 
consultant for the Boston Consulting 
Group, the start-up culture is a new one to 
maneuver through, but one thing he has 
realized is that there is no time for waiting 
around. “One thing I have learned while 
[launching a start-up] is that you have to 
force serendipity. ... There is no time to wait 
for it,” he says. 

And he’s adapted fast. As the conversa- 
tion continues it becomes harder and harder 
to picture Georgiades’ past life in a suit and 
tie. Let alone as a speechwriter/economic 
strategist for a conservative party in the Brit- 
ish 2010 election. “I just knew I wouldn’t last 
forever in a suit and tie,” he says. At 31 years 
old he’s shed his corporate uniform. The 
comfort of the hoodie suits him. Georgiades 
is looking forward to SXSWi’s opening party 
at the Palmer Events Center in the evening. 
He and his team don’t get much down-time 
at home. They are always flooded with work. 
It’s good to be busy. They’re definitely look- 
ing forward to some drinks. 

Just as soon as he gets some rest. 


n Saturday, it’s wet out but 
O manageable. The Koozoo street 

team got rained on a bit the day 
before, but it didn’t prevent them from 
getting around.

Zumper’s listings are the most accurate and 
up-to-date. Zumper launched in San Fran- 
cisco in September of 2012 (getting over- 
loaded almost shortly after going live), 
followed by New York, and, as of last 
month, Chicago. It’s no wonder he hasn’t 
prepped for his pitch. 

When entering new markets, Georgiades 
says, “It’s a pure hustle.” The name of the 
game is accurate data, and Zumper hopes to 
build listings where all of the information

ther than I thought,” he says. Another bike 
commuter. Singel, former co-founding edi- 
tor of Wired.com’s award-winning Threat 
Level blog, is used to being the one asking 
the questions — not fielding them. Yet an- 
other first-timer to the Austin conference, 
he’s got 40 or so company T-shirts in tow. 
They showed up the night before he flew 
out. “Do I just give them out to people who 
ask?” he says. It’s a foreign concept, but his 
smile indicates heislooking  »>>p/2 
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forward to handing out that first one later 
on in the day. 

Singel’s journalistic ideals spawned Con- 
textly when he got fed up with the difficulty 
he had linking his previous stories. The app 
is a way to provide publishers with tools 
that will increase retention by providing 
more relevant related-links content. Asa 
plug-in for Wordpress, Contextly will give 
users the ability to set the content they link 
to using analytics to monitor which stories 
are most popular with the publisher’s audi- 
ence. Continuity in news is key, and giving 
readers better options will be a way to 
strengthen readership and limit drive-by 
visitors. Singel knows that Contextly won’t 
catch fire here at the conference. That was 
never his intention. 

The Atlanta native is here because 
Jennifer 8. Lee, New York Times alum and 
co-founder of Plympton, a digital literary 
studio, encouraged Singel to enter SXSW 
Accelerator. He had originally inquired 
about possibly being a sponsor at Lee’s 
“Awesomest Journalism Party. Ever. ITI,” 
which is exactly what it sounds like, but the 
costs were too high. Unless he wanted to 
work the door, which is something Singel 
hasn’t done since his earliest days in 
journalism. 

That initial interest snowballed into ap- 
plying for Accelerator last October and now, 
here he is. “It turns out, this start-up com- 
petition is a lot bigger than I thought it 
was,” he says. He just wanted to sponsor a 
party at Interactive for some visibility. But 
now he’ll have two uninterrupted minutes 
with an audience that can boost his com- 
pany probably better than any other group 
of seated people on the planet. 

Contextly has been well-received by Sin- 
gel’s peers; journalists appreciate the plat- 
form because it was created by one of their 
own. The support has been strong, but when 
asking certain supporters to implement his 
platform on their sites, the dynamic 
changes; there’s a fee attached to the plug- 
in. It’s not a bad thing, it’s just business. He 
takes solace in the fact that most writers and 
publishers who have demo’d Contextly cel- 
ebrate its function. Whether they decide to 
use it or not is a different matter, but their

positive reactions give Singel validation that 
his concept is a sound one. 

One thing he hopes his platform can 
bring more of is what he calls that “Wikipe- 
dia moment.” It’s when readers find their 
initial subject and dive down the rabbit hole 
of related information within their query. 
“Any good publication should let you do 
that too,” he says. All stories have a starting 
point and readers should be able to navigate 
that content, following a common thread to 
unexpected places. 

Many sites use services like Taboola to 
populate their related-contents links. The 
problem is they are automated and often 
have nothing to do with the subject matter of 
the story. They home in on keywords within 
the story and try to give the reader similar 
content. Except it’s hardly ever relevant. A 
mention of brown hair in acrime story can 
lead to five easy steps to dye hair brown. The 
unrelated links hurt retention. Contextly 
aims to keep readers on the page, offering up 
content they may actually want to read. 

Over a croissant and latte, Singel gets an- 
imated when talking about his past at 
Wired.com. He notes the great pedigree of 
his former comrades and what they have 
gone on to do since leaving their posts. He’s 
proud of where he cut his teeth. Now he’s 
into new territory, and Singel knows that 
come Monday it’s time to do some hustling. 

In the weeks leading up to SXSW, Singel 
has been working with a coach to hone his 
timing and message. “I would love to win, 
but I will be disappointed if we don’t make it 
to the second stage,” he says. The bar is set 
high and rightly so. He believes in Contextly 
and in a mere few hours he'll be telling a 
room full of people about his brainchild. 
Because he, too, has a party to throw. 


pstairs at the Old School Bar & Grill, 
U members of the Koozoo team are 

having a few Lone Stars. At the top of 
the stairs, greeters hand out Koozoo kazoos 


and other swag. People who download the 
app can get free Lone Stars by showing the 


bartender their phones. There are enough 
cases in here to give every conference 
attendee a beer. 

Sechrist is outside chatting up a couple 
of locals. He says last night he stayed in to 
work on his Accelerator pitch. Other 
members of the team are either going to get 
some sleep before investors’ parties later in 
the evening or going out to get a bite. 
Sechrist and Sullivan, however, are taking it 
all in. Sechrist is making plans with an old 
colleague from his days at Salesforce.com to 
go to a party later on. He’s happy. 

As Sullivan surveys the crowd, it hits 
him. “The beauty of South by Southwest is 
the coincidence and chance meetings,” he 
says. “You really can’t overplan or else you 
might miss out on some unseen 
opportunity.” The party, though small, 
brims with excitement. It’s their first 
company party in Austin. It’s not Monday 
yet. They will all drink to that. 

Meanwhile, a couple of blocks away 
from the Austin Convention Center, The 
Palm Door is packed. It’s 6:36 p.m. at “The 
Awesomest Journalism Party. Ever. III” and 
is has already run out of white wine. Plates 
are loaded with brisket sliders, veggies, and 
salad. Drink tickets are being redeemed for 
Shiner Bocks and Amstel Lights. People 
who saved room for dessert are eating mint

chip waffles with marshmallow sauce. 
The supply is rapidly dwindling though. 

The photo booth in the center of the 
room is generating some traffic while the 
various other news-oriented tech start-ups 
have installations of their own. At a cocktail 
table sit those T-shirts Singel had been 
trying to figure out how to hand out. Now, 
he’s surrounded. One person after another 
approaches. Handshakes, hugs, and 
business cards all coming at him. Wonder 
how many new Twitter followers Contextly 
has gained? 

People are thrilled for Singel and his 
platform. They ask questions about Con- 
textly and get answers which sound like 
what he might say during his two minutes 
onstage at Accelerator on Monday -- when 
the tech beauty pageant begins, and after 
which a quarter of the contestants will take 
the Nerd Bird back to the Bay Area, win or 
lose, with game-changing opportunities or 
a return to the drawing board. Right now, 
for Singel, the beer-bottle presentation is 
working. Even to the inebriated, Singel is 
able to field a drunken line of questioning 
with grace. 

His journalistic background has given 
him credibility in this room. His platform is 
geared to the profession he left behind. To 
have legacy media switch over to Contextly 
would be a dream. Their rich archives are a 
gold mine of information. If it could only be 
harnessed, society would be a better place 
— where one can easily find relevant stories, 
available apartments, or an eatery without a 
damn wait. 

As the party winds down, Singel has 
handed out almost all his shirts. Now graz- 
ers are coming by to snatch up any free 
swag they can get their hands on. Before 
closing up shop, though, he gets another 
person asking about his platform. She’s 
from The Wall Street Journal.

Marking a transition from what was formerly 
the San Francisco International Asian Ameri- 
can Film Festival, this year the Center for 
Asian American Media introduces CAAMFest, 
an 11-day smorgasbord of music, food, digital 
media — and film — featuring the work of 
Asian and Asian-American artists from all 
over the world.

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Winston Smith may be one of the most plagia- 
rized artists of all time; only whoever among 
us has never scrawled the iconic “DK” logo he 
created for the Dead Kennedys onto a binder 
or jean jacket may cast the first stone. Every 
few months he opens his studio, what he calls 
a “picturesque old joint that used to bea 
speakeasy,” and hosts an exhibit. Next up: 
“First Impressions,” prints by Gee Vaucher, with 
additional pieces by Smith. Vaucher was a 
member of seminal punk band Crass, and cre- 
ated much ofits artwork in the’70s and ’80s. 
“She’s an underground legend in the punk 
rock world, but if punk had never come 
around, she’d still be a renowned artist,”

The tricky business of updating love stories 


fornew audiences.

mpact Theatre Artistic Director Me- 

lissa Hillman is all about making the 

Bard into one of the bros. Shakespeare 

didn’t write just for the elites; so, she 

believes, contemporary productions 
that exclude audiences with, to paraphrase 
As You Like It’s Touchstone, no money in 
their purses, are doomed to far worse than 
mere indigence. It can make for excruciat- 
ingly boring theater. 

As You Like It, Hillman’s latest produc- 
tion, with its love story, its cross-dressing, 
and its wrestling match (no joke), is fertile 
ground for a populist, contemporary inter- 
pretation. And so Hillman adds jokey 
touches like Franzia chugging, F-bombs, 
Star Wars references, and a cartoonish 
chase scene. During the wrestling match, 
when Orlando (Miyaka Cochrane), op- 
pressed by his older brother Oliver (Mike 
Delaney), must fight the much burlier 
Charles (Stacz Sadowski), Hillman makes

the tiny La Val’s Subterranean Theater into a 
flashy wrestling ring. Audiences don’t just 
have ringside seats; they’1] have to keep feet 
tucked and faces shielded, so that when 
Charles smears Orlando’s face across the 
ring’s chain-link fence, no one gets stepped 
or slobbered on. 

Much of what makes Shakespeare great 
are the messy parts of his plays that don’t 
seem like they further the storyline: the dou- 
ble plots, the character arcs that don’t get re- 
solved, his poetic monologues and pun-filled 
wordplay. Hillman is less successful in updat- 
ing these elements. Shortly after Orlando’s 
unlikely wrestling victory, he and his beloved, 
Rosalind (Maria Giere Marquis), Shake- 
speare’s wittiest heroine, escape separately to 
the forest of Arden, which Hillman renders 
as aredneck karaoke bar, complete with ren- 
ditions of “She Thinks My Tractor’s Sexy.” 
It’s populated with a whole new set of char- 
acters, all yokels, but Hillman doesn’t make it 
clear who these people are or why they’re 
important to the play, especially the incon- 
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gruously well-dressed and well-spoken 
Jaques (Sarah Coykendall), who delivers the 
famous “All the world’s a stage” monologue. 
Relief comes only when a cross-dressed Ro- 
salind teaches an unwitting Orlando how to 
woo her while also rendering him verbally 
useless. In repartee, she is her own best part- 
ner. That’s comedy we don’t need a new set- 
ting or an F-bomb to understand.

array of gaming references — Zork, Street 
Fighter, Mario, Zelda — during a “quasi- 
blind date.” Dating site veterans Kent 
(Christopher DeJong) and Marjorie (Linda 
Ruth Cardozo) are both so relieved to have 
found a fellow geek in one another — he’s a 
programmer, she’s a critic — that, before 
their first date is over, they’re singing 
theme songs together. 

Cardozo and DeJong have excellent 
chemistry, and with Wilson’s dialogue, they 
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talk not just to exchange ideas but to relish 
the contrapuntal music of their banter. 
Each of Marjorie’s wry, blunt remarks — 
“Whoever came up with the idea of ‘date as 
job interview’ should be punched repeat- 
edly in the genitals” — earns an understated 
reply from Kent: “I would like to go on the 
record that it was not me.” They are Rosa- 
lind and Orlando as gamers. 

The best part of this show, however, isn’t 
what happens onstage but what happens 
above it. Wilson structures the couple’s re- 
lationship as if it’s a video game, and above 
the stage, old-skool game graphics pro- 
jected onto a large screen comment on the 
proceedings below. When Marjorie and 
Kent make plans for a second date, the pro- 
jections announce, “STAGE CLEARED.” 
When they go to a bar, the screen keeps 
track of their stats. A drink brings “+1 cha- 
risma” but “-1 intelligence.” The relation-

ship-as-game motif will be familiar from 
the comic and film versions of Scott Pilgrim 
Vs. the World, and works as theater, too. The 
animation is acanny comment on the pres- 
sure on romantic relationships to follow a 
narrative of ever-increasing intimacy, to 
move steadily toward an objective, like 
marriage or children, that a couple might 
not actually want but nonetheless pursues 
with gamer-like doggedness. 

The show has as many flaws as it does 
charms. Wilson’s dialogue can be pat, as 
when the couple resolves a fight with a les- 
son learned — “I need a little help distin- 
guishing between a minor annoyance anda 
major trauma,” says Marjorie — as if to 
come full circle for the next episode. And 
Bahati Bonner’s staging is bizarrely inert, 
keeping the actors glued to their places as if 
a screen has frozen. 

Still, Just One More Game does an admi- 
rable job updating a subject covered in love 
stories since Shakespeare: Adults looking 
for love on their own terms.

he degree to which contempo- 
rary mainstream comedies ad- 
here to a Joseph Campbell 
storytelling model is interest- 
ing and exasperating — yes, the 
Hero’s Journey is a natural way to tella 
story, but individual comedies these days 
are pounding out the Star Wars narrative 
tempo with all the redundancy of generic 
nightclub beats. Sooner or later, a protago- 
nist finds an old, wise teacher figure who 
restores his sense of childlike wonder (or 
whatever), and then dies (or whatever). 
The Incredible Burt Wonderstone amiably 
imposes onto this familiar template a story 
of rival Las Vegas magicians, and the film’s 
Yoda is 1960’s-era illusionist Rance Hollo- 
way (Alan Arkin). He’s the childhood hero 
of the performing duo of Burt Wonder- 
stone (Steve Carell) and Anton Marvelton 
(Steve Buscemi). When the two fall out, 
Burt, now working as a weddings-and-bat- 
mitzvahs-grade freelancer, finds Holloway 
consigned to a nursing home for retired 
Vegas entertainers. Former headliners, 
Wonderstone and Marvelton have been 
supplanted by dreadful “street magician” 
Steve Gray (Jim Carrey), derived from the 
David Blaine model. Carrey fails, despite 
affecting a broad caricature, to be even re- 
motely as objectionable or revolting as the 
actual David Blaine. Which is totally OK — 
Ben Stiller couldn’t quite get there on Ar- 
rested Development, either. As Master of 
Ceremonies Hammer said so long ago, 
“Can’t touch this,” where “this” is the 
somehow heraldic awfulness of David 
Blaine. In accordance with the sine-wave 
trajectory of mythic tales, Wonderstone’s 
descent from the heights of a Bally’s pent- 
house to a motel on the strip can only be 
reversed through a journey of self-discov- 





ery that takes him back to the wonder he 
felt as a child. Etcetera. Interesting fact: 
Apparently, if you agree to shoot a film in 
Las Vegas, the Nevada Film Office not only 
offers tax breaks — they will also blow up a 
hotel for the cameras!

resh from Cloud Atlas, 
nonthreatening young nouveau- 
matinee-idol Jim Sturgess leaps 
straight into yet another lumpy, 
draggy, poorly written science- 
fiction romance thing. This one’s a story of 
forbidden love between the class-stratified 
peoples of two adjacent planets with 
opposite gravities and only a single sinister 
corporate office tower connecting them. 
Obviously Sturgess’ love interest must be 
played by Kirsten Dunst, movie-proven 
doyenne of upside-down kissing. Together 
they’re totes adorbs, but what a clunky, 
cloying mess the story is. Writer-director 
Juan Solanas hails from Argentina 
originally, and his whole film seems like 
one big loss in translation. Maybe some 
attempt at compensation is why the actors, 
including Timothy Spall in an awkward 
and unnatural supporting role, overinflate 
themselves with goodwill. As accidental 
camp, at least, Upside Down is not without 
potential: One plot point involves face-lift 
cream made with an old family recipe for 
gravity neutralization; another hinges on 
the hero unwittingly pissing on the ceiling. 
The climactic chase scene seems ripped off 
from some aggressively whimsical video 
game. But at least it’s a really original 
concept, you may think, unless you saw 
the animated short film Head Over Heels, 
an Oscar nominee from last year, which did 
it better, in a tenth of the running time, 
with puppets.

“Berhane,” which means “light,” during a 
Rastafari fire ceremony, our spliff-wielding 
spirit pilgrim met Bunny Wailer, who 
called him “Snoop Lion.” Otherwise, he 
smoked, soaked up Rasta culture, smoked, 
embraced positivity, smoked, and madea 
reggae record. Now here’s Reincarnated, a 
high-minded making-of. Vice magazine 
editor Andy Capper’s documentary lacks 
organizational precision, but makes up for 
it with sincere curiosity, apparently very 
much modeled on its subject’s example. 
Snoop knew people back home would 
think his trip a gimmick; what makes it a 
genuine odyssey is that his humility doesn’t 
just come across like megalomania in 
disguise. In retrospect, his winding path 
from Long Beach to Trench Town seems 
practically pre-ordained. This isn’t quite 
Malcolm-goes-to-Mecca stuff (although 
Louis Farrakhan is briefly on hand to 
suggest it is), but to see how the star of 
“Murder Was The Case” evolved to “No 
Guns Allowed” is disarming in more ways 
than one.

ince 1970, Bay Area filmmaker 
George Csicsery has been making 
short films about a wide range of 
subjects, with math emerging as his primary 
interest.

The Marathon picks back up on Wednesday 
with what may be the gem of the bunch: 
1993’s Nis a Number: A Portrait of Paul 
Erdos, a portrait of the wandering (and 
mercifully subtitled) Hungarian mathemati- 
cian who published about 1,525 papers with 
more than 500 collaborators. While you 
come to terms with the fact that your Erd6és 
Number will never be less than 5, consider 
the travails of the teenagers in the evening’s 
other film, 2008’s feature-length Hard Prob- 
lems: The Road to the World’s Toughest 
Math Contest. Thankfully, a talent for math 
is not required to enjoy Csicsery’s engross- 
ing documentaries.

A Fierce Green Fire A Fierce Green Fire traces the 


evolution of environmentalism from the early 
conservationist movement up through the modern 
climate change controversy.

ne visit to the new House of 
Pancakes in Parkside is 
enough to render the worldly 
claims of the so-called Inter- 
national House of Pancakes 
laughable. The tiny restaurant (no relation to 
the chain) specializes in Chinese pancakes, 
and it’s not exactly the kind of place where 
you’re forced to suffer the indignity of order- 
ing something called a “Rutti Tutti Fresh ‘N 
Fruity ®.” 

With a dozen options to choose from, 
these are different than your typical Ameri- 
can flapjacks in more ways than one. They’re 
often made with unleavened dough instead 
of batter, and as a result, don’t have the same 
fluffy, cakey quality — most of them more 
closely resemble Indian paratha or French 
galettes. Some are variations on the green- 
onion-studded cakes found at dim sum res- 
taurants; others use griddled dough made 
from wheat flour. All of them illustrate why 
pancakes are a popular street food in China 
(and makes you wonder why food trucks 
here haven’t cottoned to them yet). 

The beef pancake here is the most popu- 
lar for areason — it’s a savory triangle of 
dough and beef, like aslice of pizza witha 
top crust. The minced beef inside is fortified 
with green onions and ginger, and when it’s 
warm it melts into the griddled wheat crust 
for a greasy, satisfying bite. A single one 
would cure a hangover in no time. Variations 
come filled with pork, chicken, and lamb, but 
none of them ascend to the same heights as 
the beef. 

Beef is the star of two other pancakes, 
wildly different from the first. The beef roll

pancake folds shredded beef and Hoisin 
sauce into green onion pancakes, like a wrap 
sandwich. The richness of the meat plays off 
the allium-scented cake, which comes to the 
table crisp and warm. Less successful are the 
beef sesame pancakes, which have the same 
marinated meat but are encased in a dense, 
sesame-seed-topped dough that overpowers 
the taste of the beef. 

The breadiness of the sesame dough is an 
asset in the house special, though. The ses- 
ame seed pancake is a good inch thick, light 
and sweet, but fried on the top and bottom 
for an effect not unlike a doughnut. Those 
who don’t want meat can also go for the 
rolled green onion pancake with a thin sheet 
of scrambled egg, sauteed scallions, and Hoi- 
sin; itreminded me of mu shu. 

The atmosphere at the House of Pancakes 
is definitely no frills. There are fewer than 10 
tables, and yet the service is still lackadaisi- 
cal. It’s cash only and there’s no liquor li- 
cense. The walls are a dim beige, and there’s 
a bracket on the far wall where once a TV 
was mounted. The new owners have done 
little with the space since its former incarna- 
tion as a take-out dim sum joint. But you’re 
not there for the ambience — and the upside 
of a hole in the wall is that nothing on the 
menu costs more than $10. 

And beyond pancakes, the other specialty 
of the house is the hand-pulled noodles. Peek 
into the kitchen and see them being pulled to 
order, but there are none of the floor-show 
theatrics of M.Y. China here — just awoman

ina T-shirt calmly going about her business. 
All her hard work is worth it when you bite 
into the wheaty noodles. They’re springy 
and chewy, giving your teeth a bit of a work- 
out instead of just yielding at the first bite. 

The weird thing about the noodles is that 
they come in soup, which isn’t explained on 
the menu. The broth in the version with 
pork and mustard greens (labeled on the 
menu as “master greens”) was fairly bland — 
it let the flavors of the noodles shine through, 
but also necessitated a liberal hand with the 
table’s chili oil. Beef and lamb broths are 
richer, but they’re all delicately flavored. 

We also dipped into the comprehensive 
dumpling section of the menu, attracted at 
first by the lamb pot stickers. Your enjoy- 
ment of them will be in direct relation to 
your feelings about lamb itself — the aficio- 
nados at the table loved them, the lamb-ad- 
verse found them too gamey — but overall 
they were fine, with properly doughy wrap-

pers and a light pan sear (there are also pork, 
chicken, and veggie varieties). The steamed 
dumplings, however, had a wrapper that was 
too thick for the fillings inside, which only 
reminded us that there are better dumpling 
houses in the area. 

But leave the expert dumplings to the 
dumpling houses — this is the kingdom of 
pancakes, and just as you shouldn’t judge an 
IHOP by the quality of its pot roast, you 
shouldn’t leave here without trying the res- 
taurant’s namesake. I’ll be back for more. 
Maybe even for breakfast.

he’s glad that Kline convinced him. “I kind of fell 
in love with the whole institution,” Phan said 
about the jazz center, the first stand-alone 
space for jazz in the country. “This is such a part 
of San Francisco. I’ve been here since 1977. I’m 
more San Franciscan than | am Vietnamese.” 

At the opening for the SF JAZZ Center in 
January, Phan joked that for this venue, he 
couldn’t do the same old spring roll. He said

And while quail isn’t the most 
exotic inclusion on a menu ever — It’s been in 
nachos on the Chevy’s menu for eons, for exam- 
ple — State Bird’s celebration of the teeny tiny 
treat has inspired more chefs to take a closer 
look at quail. 

Nearby in the Richmond District, chef Dennis 
Wong of Le Soleil marinates his quail in a soy 
and ginger-based marinade and then sets it 
alight at the table. It’s a show-stopping appe- 
tizer that will have you quickly ordering a sec- 
ond.

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Confessions of an Audiophile 


Behind the affliction that drives music fans to soend thousands on gear.

n Saturday, Feb. 2, 
2013, My Bloody 
Valentine re- 
leased mbyv, the 
legendary British 
shoegaze band’s follow-up to 
1991’s Loveless, and a white 
whale for an entire generation of 
tone-mangled musicians and 
fans. Like numerous other geeks 
ofacertain age, I sat in front of 
the computer ona Saturday 
night, risking carpal tunnel syn- 
drome while battling server er- 
rors and impatience. After a 
scant 22 years and several hours 
of waiting, I had the beast in my 
crosshairs. I jumped on the op- 
tion to download the brand- 
new album as 24-bit, 96 kHz 
WAV files — the music equiva- 
lent of a high-resolution digital 
photograph. 

The caveat of these ultra- 
high-quality files: a 1.5-gigabyte 
download. Even with broadband, 
the hefty file size gave me an extended period 
of reflection, an opportunity to think about 
why, when offered an album I'd anticipated 
for two decades, I would choose the allure of 
uncompressed audio over the immediate 
gratification of amuch-smaller MP3. Oh, and 
what headphones would I choose for my first 
listen. I had a dozen pairs handy, but only one 
shot at that perfect first impression. That’s 
when I knew I had to admit it: My name is 
Tony, and I am an addict. My addiction is the 
pursuit of audio fidelity, and all the gear that 
comes with it. 

Lossless audio costs more and requires 
substantially more storage space. Depending 
on the format, it can’t be conveniently played 
on many systems. And yet I’m always com- 
plaining that I can’t get more. I’m willing to 
dedicate sizable chunks of disposable income 
to buy it, store it, and experience it — #first- 
worldproblems, indeed. There’s a reason au- 
diophiles, even casual ones like myself, can 
sound like some serious douchebags. 

But there’s also a reason we proselytize as 
we buy albums for the fourth time on yet an- 
other supposedly superior (or at least less in- 
ferior) format, and it’s the same reason I love 
My Bloody Valentine: texture. All audiophiles 
have had those singular moments when we 
recognized how truly physical sound could 
be. It wasn’t just on or off, more or less; it was 
a topography of emotions. Age wears away 
some of the thrill of discovery, and it takes 
some edge off the old hearing — and being an 
audiophile means endlessly pursuing the viv- 
idness of that revelatory first listen. 

There’s a reason dealing with an audio- 
phile can seem a lot like hanging out with a

pothead. Both stoners and gear-junkies sit 
around a lot, staring at album covers and 
stringing together semi-coherent sensory im- 
pressions like, “That cymbal splash... its reso- 
nance...is splendiferous.” Both audiophiles 
and potheads can quickly fill aroom with hot 
air. The phrase “gateway drugs” applies to 
both afflictions. 

I’m certainly guilty of chasing this 
dragon, of littering tabletops with parapher- 
nalia and mulling over frequency-response 
graphs, but I like to tell myself I know when 
enough is enough. Even if you’re reasonably 
into good sound, listening to a truly commit- 
ted audiophile discuss achieving the highs 
(and lows and midrange) of the hobby can be 
utterly exhausting. Each has that artist or al- 
bum that triggers the rush, and they’re con- 
vinced they can eke out just one more 
transcendent moment with the right record- 
ing and gear. Many become so consumed 
with the hunt that at some point it stops be- 
ing a search for what sounds better and be- 
comes primarily about what sounds 
different, muddying the listening experience 
with A-B shootouts and nagging doubts that 
there’s still something missing. Clearly, there 
is: a sense of satisfaction. 

There’s a running joke/sad truth placed 
in the signature of many posters on audio- 
phile forums: “Welcome ... and sorry about 
your wallet.” Once you get the taste for tight- 
ened bass impact, for a less congested mid- 


range, and more treble 
extension, you begin to 
believe that special, 
acoustically isolated 
stands, balanced after- 
market cables, and 
strategic gear-genre 
pairings make a crucial 
difference. You start to 
lose the distinction be- 
tween doing the music 
justice and becoming 
alarmingly obsessive. 
After that, cycling 
white noise through 
new equipment for 300 
hours before you first 
use it seems totally sane. 
Paying hundreds on 
eBay for a pair of vin- 
tage, Dutch-manufac- 
tured vacuum tubes is 
the new normal. After 
all, how will $500 
headphones sound 
their best if you don’t 
invest an additional 
grand or three to try the 
valve amplifier flavor of the 
month? And one day, when they fi- 
nally harvest Unobtainium and wrap it ina 
convenient, tangle-resistant Kevlar jacket, 
audiophiles will stab each other in the back 
to get on the pre-release reservation list. Any- 
thing to reduce jitter, flutter, buzz, or what- 
ever the negative buzzword of the day is. 

In the audiophile world it’s easy to fall into 
this trap of justifying almost anything, be- 
cause you don’t have a problem; you’re find- 
ing a solution. Even if that new piece of gear 
costs 1,000 times more, it might increase the 
dynamics by two percent. You begin to think 
that anyone who wouldn’t go that far is disre- 
specting the emotion their favorite artist 
committed to tape. 

Of course, audiophiles will never be satis- 
fied, because all this effort goes into setting 
an experience that is utterly subjective. All of 
us hear differently; we'll likely each have a 
different definition of the perfect throaty- 
but-controlled midrange. Ultimately, our fa- 
vorite sound is the UPS truck driving up to 
deliver new recordings or gear to audition. 

As for my initial mby listening session, 

I went with the uncolored, evocative imaging 
of the $995 Audeze LCD2 headphones. Al- 
most as soon as [ hit play, I found myself chat- 
ting online with similarly inclined friends, 
sharing our experience and delving into the 
rich headroom and dynamics of the new re- 
cording. I may never again experience a My 
Bloody Valentine album for the first time, but 
every listen can reveal something new. When 
I was younger I bought more albums; now, I 
buy more sound. This beast, no matter how 
well-fed, will always be hungry.

The Visionary 
Seth Troxler 


Detroit’s prodigal son 
returns to the U.S.

t. Patrick’s Day looms, but that doesn’t 
Ss mean you need to put on green clothing 

to party this weekend. In fact, the draw of 
South by Southwest in Austin means that an un- 
usually high number of big touring acts will be 
stopping in the City by the Bay. Somewhat oddly, 
this week the focus is on the slick and heavily 
medicated sound of contemporary tech-house. 
The focal point will be Friday’s extended-length, 
headlining set by Seth Troxler, one of the most re- 
spected figures in this new movement. 

It takes a lot to even land a mention on influ- 
ential dance website Resident Advisor’s Top 100 
DJs list, and it takes even more to reach its up- 
per echelon. So it says something that Troxler 
has been a regular fixture there, and just last 
year was awarded its No. 1 slot Cin front of leg- 
ends like Richie Hawtin and Dixon, no less). His 
rise has less to do with his productions than his 
charismatic DJ persona and herculean sets. He 
was exposed to house music at a young age, liv- 
ing in Detroit during the golden years of techno, 
and working at the legendary Melodies & Mem- 
ories record store alongside Motown heroes like 
Theo Parrish. His first release as “Young Seth”

Though Troxler may be tech-house’s current 
spokesman, the sound wouldn’t be where it is 
without Damian Lazarus. In the early ‘OOs he 
founded the Crosstown Rebels imprint, the 
London label responsible for starting the ca- 
reers of many of the movement’s leading lights. 
Like the music he champions, Lazarus’ style is 
sultry with a darkly psychedelic edge. His party 
this Thursday celebrates the 10th anniversary of 
the label with a co-headlining spot by the simi- 
larly minded Kenny Glasgow of Toronto duo Art 
Department.

To say that Washington, D.C., duo Benoit & Ser- 
gio have a rare combination of influences would 
be an understatement: Their music recalls the 
earnest vocal delivery of Paul Simon, the thick 
arrangements of Some Great Reward-era De- 
peche Mode, and the surgical precision of mod- 
ern club music. They arrived on the scene in 
2009 with the mournful anthem “What I’ve 
Lost,” and quickly earned a fan base with their 
quirky, always-danceable sound. A big part of 
the appeal lies in their live show, which goes be- 
yond mere DJing to incorporate hardware and 
crooning. See what all the fuss is about at Mez- 
zanine this Friday when they play with Michael 


won aspot on a compilation released by FXHE, 
an experimental label run by the mercurial and 
highly selective Omar S. But Troxler’s current 
appeal lies in his ability to channel these under- 
ground roots for the purposes of super-clubs 
and outdoor festivals. 

After moving to Berlin in the mid-’O0Os, Trox- 
ler found himself among like-minded artists 
who were busy re-inventing house music by 
grafting its four-to-the-floor rhythms and soul- 
ful vocals to downer bass lines and dissociated 
melodies. This sound was custom-tuned for 
nights spent drifting through the polychromatic 
prisms of a Ketamine high, and became the per- 
fect soundtrack for those rare professionals who 
give up their day-job in favor of a 24-hour party 
lifestyle. Troxler seems to acknowledge this in 
the dark lyrics he wrote for Art Department’s 
2011 club hit “Living the Life,” where he sarcasti- 
cally asks, “Are you living the life you’ve always 
wanted to live? If so, good for you.” 

Clearly, Troxler is living the life he wants to 
live, flying around the world playing at some of 
the most exclusive clubs while also helping to 
run Visionquest, the label/party collective he co- 
founded with kindred spirits Shaun Reeves, Lee 
Curtiss, and Ryan Crosson. Just last summer he 
finished up a coveted residency at massive Ibiza 
club DC10. If there’s one thing that kind of tour- 
ing schedule brings, it’s consistency — so expect 
to be dazzled this Friday at Public Works. And if 
Troxler’s style isn’t your thing, check out the 
venue’s OddJob Loft, where L.A. disco outfit 
Cosmic Kids will be sharing the stage alongside 
local ace DJ Conor and Lights Down Low resi- 
dents Sleazemore and Richie Panic.

The scene ends with the smaller roommate being 
forced to hold the bigger roommate’s big toes in 
the corners of his mouth while smiling for the cam- 
era. Write a screenplay and hire actors—is this 
something foot fetishists do to make low-budget 
softcore porn? I’m not a hater of fetishists, but it is 
a little strange to see something like this in a cast- 
ing ad.

| reached Fusco the same way you did: through 
the contact info in the audition notice in Playbill. \t 
turns out that Sniff is one scene in Big Naked Feet, 
a five-scene, one-act comedy that Fusco wrote, 
directed, and produced at a small venue in New 
York in 2008. “We got a good response,” Fusco 
told me. “We had full houses; people walked away 
smiling.” Big Naked Feet isn’t Fusco’s only play.

| told Fusco that his six-page script for Sniff 
read like fetish porn (“Good dog, Paul, now take a 
step back and just stare at the beauty of my 
manly feet!) and that his audition notice had my 
bullshit detectors going off. It would be a lot 
cheaper for a foot fetishist to pay two actors to 
bring his fantasies to life than, say, two male es- 
corts. You can find good-looking actors who'll 
work for $100 a day. A good-looking male escort, 
on the other hand, will run you $1,000 or more a 
day. But Fusco insisted the video Is intended as 
promo material for a planned remount of Big Na- 
ked Feet, not foot-fetish fap material. 

But, come on, one hot guy going to town on 
another hot guy’s feet? Wouldn’t Fusco beat off 
to that? Wouldn't any foot fetishist? “I’m so used 
to this stuff,” he said, “it’s nothing new to me. I’m 
not going to say it can’t be exciting or a turn-on. 
So it depends on how the final product turns out, | 
guess, and how it looks.”
